Plants Increase; 


Quarterly Statements Show Good Earnings; Willys Reorganization 
Rushed; June Registrations Estimated at 375,000; Trucks at 55,250 


Despite the advanced season, passenger 
car and truck production in the United 
States and Canada actually gained a few 
units this week, although output generally 
may be expected to taper off in the next 
fortnight as plants shut down for inventory and tooling 
up for new models. Output for the current week 
mated at 96,907 units as compared to the revised tota! 
of 96,807 for the week previous. Some plants, notably 
Oldsmobile, Pontiac, Dodge and Buick increased their 
production from 250 to 872 units over the previous week. 
Ford, Chevrolet and Plymouth continued steadily at 
around the same figure they have maintained for the 
past several weeks and it is understood that these will 
continue to be maintained for the next several weeks at 
least and possibly well into August. Studebaker has been 
closed for inventory for the past four or five weeks but 
is expected to resume operations about the middle of 
next month. Dodge reports a production of trucks, pas- 
senger cars and trucks at the rate of 1,750 a day and this 
schedule, it is understood, will run for the next few 
weeks or so. Shutdowns, when they do come, are expected 
to be abrupt rather than through a series of long drawn- 
out declines. Manufacturers are anxious to keep the 
changeover periods as short as possible because of the 
strong retail demand and the need for building up deal- 
ers’ stocks again in anticipation of the New York show 
opening Nov. 11. The average shutdown is expected to 
run around six weeks or so. Dealers’ stocks of passenger 
cars, including those in showrooms or in transit, have 
been dropping steadily for the past five months. They 
are estimated at about 370,000 cars, or between a four or 
five weeks supply, at the present rate of sales.

Added to the profits of the first quarter this gives the 
snug sum of $1,004,829 for the first half. The comparison 
with the second quarter of last year shows a jump from 
red to black, for in that period in ’35 the loss was $119,- 
510. This showing can be credited to the sales that have 
been made, for in the second quarter 26,394 units were 
moved, compared with 15,831 in the same period in 1935. 

Another company reporting in the black is White. This 
truck concern shows a net profit of $287,421 for the first 
half, the first profit since the mid-year statement in 1930. 
This showing is equal to 45 cents a share on the common, 
its only capital issue. It is interesting to observe that 
sales totaled $13,775,740, an increase of 51.1 per cent over 
the same period last year. Unit sales ran to 5,349, a gain 
of 83 per cent, and within 1,471 trucks of the total for 
the entire year of 1935.

As indicated in ADN last Saturday, Willys- 
Overland is making rapid progress in its 
reorganization. The latest move in the 
picture has been to file a plan for reorgani- 
zation with the Federal District Court in 
Toledo by Empire Securities, Inc. Hearings in this will 
be concluded by Aug..15 and it is said the new comnanv 
will be in complete control by Sept. 1. Provision has 
been made for a working capital of $3,500,000 for this 
$6,350,000 company. Willys-Overland showed remarkable 
vitality during the receivership and production, which 
was rapidly converted into sales, was maintained steadily 
throughout the receivership. Even now the plant is run- 
ning to complete the block of 15,000, authorized by the 
court and as a testimonial of the hold W-O has on the 
motoring public it is reported that in the three years of 
the receivership the company sold 67,000 cars

Announced this week is the fact that De 
Soto is to have a new home. A separate 
plant is now under construction at Wy- 
oming and McGraw Sts., Detroit, and will 
be ready for operation by Sept. 1. This 
expansion will represent an investment of approximately 
$5,000,000 and will provide additional employment in De- 
troit for about 1,750 persons. The capacity will be about 
500 cars a day. This will be the first time that De Soto 
has been without a bed-fellow. Heretofore it has had to 
share a plant with other Chrysler units. When first in- 
troduced the De Soto car was built at Highland Park 
along with Chrysler. Then, along with Plymouth, it 
moved to the Mt. Elliott plant and later transferred to 
East Jefferson where the Chrysler is manufactured. Now 
De Soto is to be on its own. By this move the Chrysler 
Corp. now has each of its units separately housed.

A downward revision in the ADN June 
registration estimate from 395,000 last 
week to 375,000 has been necessitated by 
irregularities in registrations for June re- 
ported last week. R. L. Polk & Co. regi- 
stration figures in ADN Saturday, July 24, were incor- 
rectly shown for New Jersey. Figures given for that 
state were for the first six months rather than for June. 
New Jersey registrations appearing in this issue have 
been corrected, and totals to date have been revised. 
At the end of the first six-months’ period of 1935, several 
states, mainly Indiana, lumped delinquent six-months’ 
figures into the June total. This year’s June figure will, 
therefore, show a drop from last year, whereas there 
actually was no decrease in sales. Thus reported regi- 
strations for June, last year, were higher than sales. 
Improved registration systems adopted in several states 
this year have eliminated the lumping of delinquent 
registrations at the end of the six-months’ period and 
1936 figures, as a result, are a more accurate picture of 
monthly registrations.
